Mayor Grant 
a short time ago iuforniod you that 
until nine or ten days tigo he 
had no intention of contesting the 
present election, but circumstances hav 
iii^,' arisen, he had deterniiiied to again 
present himself before tho electors as n 
candidate for tho mayoralty. Ho has not 
stated what those circumstances are and 
it is only fair to infer that they were the 
published cominenta of a portion of tlio 
press on his public acts while, filling tho 
cliair of tho chief executive officer of the 
cnrporatioii. I should like to ask Mayor 
Grant it tliis was the case 'i 

Mr. Grant : I'll toll you by and by. 
Mr. NVaid : 1 would liko you to toll me 
and the electors proaunt, now. 

Mr. Grant : Well if Mr. Ward is anxious 
to have my answer at once 1 will toll you 
now. Ho proceeded to explain that a re- 
quisition containing 204 names had been 
presented tohhn, asking him to Ijcouiiio a 
candidate for ro-eloctioii. At that tiniu 
ho had no intention of becoming a candi- 
date as ho could not spare the time which 
was taken up by the business of the city, 
and declined to enter the field. A city 
newspaper afterwards thimght fit to com- 
ment upon the signers of that requisition 
uiid in a cynical fashion remark that it 
would be iiiterostiiig to know who 
thoy wero.

Mr. Ward— Thai is the point 1 wanted 
to get at (kiif,'liter) and I want to state to 
the electors hero to-night, that I am not 
here on any such jirotext. I am here in 
consequence of a reipiisition handed to 
me, five or six weeks ago, asking mo to 
become a candidate for tho mayoralty, 
ftlayor Grunt has informed you that he 
did not have any intention of seeking re- 
eluctiim, but in consequence of certain 
commentB made upon his actions by the 
public press, ho again solicits yimr votes 
to return him to the position he has held 
during the past year. I do not appear ;ih 
a scapegoat to settle any trouble between 
the mayor and a portion of tho 
press, which has seen fit to criticise liis 
actions. The question now before you is 
this : There are two candidates in tho 
field for the high ofiica of mayor. It is 
for you to say which is tho proper pursoii 
to represent yon in tho council during the 
coming year. If you say Mr. Grant, you 
will show it by electing him. If other- 
wise, you will put me at the top of tho 
poll, as I expect you will on Thursday. 
We will now proceed to comment up' ii 
tho balance sheet, which has been pub- 
lished to-day. It is very satisfactory to 
hear from tho mayor that in some depart- 
ments an increase of revenue has been 
shown. A portion of the balance sheet, 
it will be didicult for you to understand 
at all.

Lo.\DON, Jan. 10. — The Parnoll com- 
iasion resumed its sessions to-day. Mr. 
Wm. O'Brien appeared under citatiim. 
He accepted thu respoiuibility for the ar- 
ticle wliicli appeared in United Ireland 
before tho holidays, criticizing tho work 
of tiie ciur.mi.s.siiiii. Mr. O'Brien denied 
that ho was guilty of disrespect for the 
court and disclaimed that ho had imputed 
that the judges wore notdoing their duty. 
Me sikid that he did nut assume a right to 
c[Uestion their. d^jKiship'i^ ruU%, V-^but. he 
urged that he was entitled to cotnm'erili bh 
scandalous evidence which was submittctl. 
Ho referred to the slowness of tho Tiiiu-s, 
and said tiiat its ciiuu.sel had not touched 
as yet upon the one allegation that the 
paper si>U!{ht to prove, namely, the Par- 
noll forgeries. "We do not criticise 
tlie court," said Mr. O'Brien, "but 
tlie conduct of the Times. Wu 
do not want any more delay, wo desire to 
come to the point and end the matter." 
Tlie court reserved judgment in Mr. 
O'Brieii's case. Counsel appeared for tlie 
Warden of Morton College, who was cited 
to appear at the instance of the Paruell- 
itos lieforujtlie holiday adjournment, f^r 
making certain observittioiia in which hu 
likened Micliaol Davitt and other home 
rulers, to tho Whitechapel fiend. The 
wardoii's counsel denied that any con- 
tempt had been intended. Presiding 
•Justice Haniieii decided that furtlier steps 
in the matter wero unnecessary. Tlie 
commission then proceeded to hear e\'i- 
dence regarding the evictions in Tipjie- 
riwy. 

'The attornej'-general said he had care- 
fully considered the matter of shortening 
the inquiry, and had taken steps to that 
end.

Mayor and his gallant brigade of mem- 
bers of tho Board of Health and specia 
constables, to say nothing of his journal- 
istic auxiliaries, were all in the wrong, 
be has nothing but reproach and censure 
for those who wore acting according to 
law, and nothing but praise for the men 
who sot the law and its ofBcers at deliance 
We fear, we greatly fear, that our con- 
temporary's loyalty is all on tho surface; 
that, like a good many others, he is only 
Law-abiding and obedient to authority as 
long as everything goes as he wishes, but 
whenever he is required to do what 
does not like the rebel beneath becomes 
unpleasantly visible. In its Sunday lead 
ing article it says: "Far less causes 
them the excitement which prevailed in 
tins city yesterday, have oftentimes 
created serious distin-bances alid led to 
bloodshed and loss of life. Had affairs 
yesterday culminated in such an 
fortunate manner tho blame would not 
have rested un the municipal autlioriti 
of Vancouver. It would have been 
clearly at the door of the government 
department, wliicli has charge of quaran 
line matters, or with its oMcials in this 
[irovinoe." This ia a singular conclusion 
to come to when it is known that the 
quarantine authorities did exactly what 
tho law requires, and tliat the municipal 
authorities placed themselves in direct 
opposition to the law. Tho department 
which has charge of tho (luaiantine did 
Its duty when it iqipointcd the pro 
otlicers in Victoria and N'.ancouver, i 
sent to them for their guidance copies 
tho law and tho (luarantiiie regnlatioiia 
which had received the sanction of tho 
Governor General. The department 
made the veiy natural and excusable miS' 
take of taking it fur granted that the 
municipal authorities of the city of Van- 
couver could road and understand the 
f'Inglish language. It now appeals that 
it should, besides sending copies of the 
law and the regulations to Vancouver, 
Inivo sent along with them some one to 
explain them to tho mayor and city coini- 
cil. Our profound and erudite contem- 
porary is ovidisntly dissatisfied with Mr. 
Lcwe's exposition of the law of quaran- 
tine, and it appeals tliat the mayor 
either did not understand even that, or 
did not regard it as authoritative. We 
do not see that the department could 
have . . done more than it did. 
Its instructions were sufficiently clear for 
the port pliysiciatis, both of Victoria and 
Vancouver. Tliey had no trouble in un- 
derstanding them, and in doing exactly 
what they directed. It ia very unfortu- 
nate that tho mayor and other civic autlwir- 
ities of Vaiic(jnver could not undeiataiid 
them, or that iinderHlaiiding them, they 
treated them with contempt; The depart- 
ment is not bound' t<) find culture and 
brains for civic authorities and their ad- 
visors. The simple truth of the matter 
ia, the diflioulty and disturbance which 
our contemporary deplores, were due to 
tho obtuaoness, tho self-will and tho ob- 
stinacy of Mayor Oppeiiheiniur and his 
aiders and abettors in tho corporation and 
outside of it. If his resistance to tho law 
and the autlnnitioa had been attended by 
tragic consetpiences, the hiame would have

A 8EAM ELECTION. 

Moat people are under the impression 
that the President of the United States 
was elected on the 6th of last November 
last. Bub he was not then elected. He 
was oloctod on Monday Inst. Tho election 
was then held in each of tho capitals of 
the thirty-eight States. On tho Uth of 
November electors wore chosen, who, by 
what has become a fiction in the United 
States, are supposed to elect tho Proai- 
dont of the llrpublic. Formerly tho 
election was held on tho first Wednesday 
of December, but tho day was changed by, 
the present Congress to the second Mon- 
day in January. At the election held on 
tho first Tuesday after tho first Monday 
of November last no one was elected either 
President or Vice-President of the 
United St^to^. What was elected were 
four hundred and ono electors, and tho 
four hundred and one electors met cu 
Monday in the political centres and form- 
ally, for it is really only a form, elected 
tho President and Vice-President. At 
the November election 233 electors 
[iledged to vote for Harrison and Morton 
were elected, which gives these two can- 
didates a majority of 65. The election 
w.is settled on the Gth of November, for 
these electors really have no discretion. 
Thoy must vote for the candidates for 
whom the majority of the votes in their 
suveral States wore cast. Thoy dare not 
do otherwise. There is no known in- 
stance of treason to his constituents by 
an Elector of the United States, though 
there is no law under which ho could be 
punished. Such is the force'of public 
opinion that an Elector would as aoon 
think of trying to fly as of being unfaith- 
ful to the trust confided in him. The 
enormity of tho offence is so great that 
the [)olitical{oonscionco of tho moat aban- 
d(mod and unscrupulous of partizans 
W(juld not allow him even to think of 
committing it. If such an act of treach- 
ery were conimitted there is no telling 
what form tho vengeance of the outraged 
party would take. At first it was the 
practice of tho Legislatures to choosu the 
Electors, But the people did not care to 
entrust their representatives with so nauoh 
power, so they soon elected them by pop 
nlar vote. The Legislature of Georgia 
continued to choose tho_151ectors until the 
breaking out of the Civil War. The first 
Electors of Colorado were chosen by its 
Legislature. Very little interest is taken 
in this election pro fonna, for it decid 
nothing that was not decided before. It 
is in reality nothing moro than un ollicial 
declaration the rssult of the election of 
last November. It is a wonder that n 
practical people like the Americans do not 
abolish this empty form and have the de 
cisiim of the people at the polls announced 
without the intervention of these sham 
Electors. 



Wo see that Mr. Grant has modestly 
dubbed himself tliu peojilo'a candidate. 
On what ground docs he take upon him- 
self this-title? Tho people have given 
him a chance, but he has done nothing 
for them. He cannot show that they are 
in tho slightest decree tho better for his 
having filled the mayor's chair for twelve 
long months. A row of pins would repre- 
sent moro than tho vidue of his services. 
Instead of being tho bettor of having had 
him as mayor tho |ieoplo are a good deal 
tho worse. They havo through his care- 
lessness and his loose way of ■ doing 
business aa mayor lost a great' deal of 
money, and thoy have lost . a. year. Ho 
has been aboutas much good in .the may- 
or's chair aa a wooden image. - Had' a good 
man occupied it for' 'the last' twelve 
months Victoria would have been ad- 
vanced considerably. Ilu has done noth- 
ing to maintain it in its place as the chief 
city of Hriti.sh Columbia. Had .all its cit- 
izens been aa backward .and as obstructive 
aa the man occupying the place of its 
lief citizen Victoria would have allowed 
the cities of the mainland to gain on her. 
Mr. Grant haa done his best t<i show the 
whole world that whatever title he de- 
serves it is not that of "the people's can- 
didate."

Mr. W. D. iMcKilliean in announcing 
himaelf iis a cuididato referred to tho neg- 
lect of the sidewalks in tho central portion 
of Yates street ward by tho council of 
1888.

Aid. Coughlan, who was warmly recoiv- 
ud, referred at length to the water worka 
system. During the past year aoino §42,- 
000 had been oijionded, and a largo quan- 
tity of now pipes had been laid. Smaller 
pipes had given place to large mains, and 
Jinnos' Bay is now supplied with plenty 
of ivater ; the right of way for the 16-inoh 
main had been settled and li miles of 
troiudi opened. But §05,000 wero still 
r0(|uired to complete the flchemo. The 
water worka ia a i/nod invostnient. It is 
one which always brings in a good return, 
and as Mr. Ward had said, be would also 
liko to see all tho returns from this de- 
partment |)ut on tho water works. You 
all know my course on the audit question, 
and I need not now enter into details 
again. I was ono of those who urged to 
hiivo the audit made, with wdiat result you 
know. There has been a large increase 
in hydrants, and tho electric light has 
been imjirovod, and further iinpi-ovumonts 
wero coTitoniplated. if the ratepayers 
felt inclined to re-elect him, ho would 
guarantee his conduct would bo as satis- 
factory as in the past. 

Mr. L. Gondacro said if olectod for 
Johnson stree't waril bo would servo tho 
ratc[)ayers faithfully, and if bo was not 
wantetl he would cheerfully stay at home.

Somo ono had jsaid Vancou- 
ver was a mushroom. It had come up as 
a mushroom and would go down as a 
mushroom.

(A voice — Time 
you left.) (bmtlemen, we should not be 
afr.iid to b.irrow money. Vancouver 
borrows money. We want a railway ond 
we'll have it'. We'll bonus it. We'll 
have atreeb cars. 1 am glad to see 
many workingnicn hero to-night. I like 
workingmen. (Voice — Then why don't 
you employ them ?) If you elect me I'll 
give all workingmen a show. (Hear, 
hear. ) 

Sir. H'dlanil said it was an unuaual 
thing for liiiu to adilress a meeting. (A 
voice — Go it. Josh.) At I he reijuest of a 
number of ratepayers he bad consented to 
seek election, and if elected would sup- 
l)ort any measures to make tho city pro 
gross, and Johnson street ward in particu 
lar would receive his attention. (Hear, 
hear.) 

A hi. Harris said bo bad served tho city 
now for two yoar.s. and during that time 
he bad only been absent from the council 
about threo timoa.

Tho rato- 
payera shtAild insist u|)tm the new council 
borrowing Imlf-a-million. If tho people 
had any goaheadativeness in them they 
would borrow a million. (Hear, hear.) 
Put the proper men in. Men who aro 
honest, and who have iio axea to grind, 
aro what wo want. Let mosabacka talk 
as they like, Victoria is ahead of all cimi- 
petitors, and is going to bo the great city. 
Our various resources aro bound to bear 
fruit. Trade and commerce will increase, 
and Victoria will reap the advantage. It 
realH with the rateiiayers to elejt honest 
men. If they elect thieves, it will bo 
tliicvra who will eliH't f belli. Put men in 
whii will bori-ow money, and \'ictoria 
cannot fail to got the beiielit. 

Aiiiidat deafening cheers Willis Bond 
took the platform. He said some men 
were born groat and some men had great- 
ness thrust upon them. Ho felt i)roud of 
addressing so intelligent •■in aiidionce, luid 
he, as ono of tho oldest reaiilGnts of tho 
city, bad ahraya taken an intereat in Vic- 
toria's pnjsperity. 

Voice : Who are you going to vote for ?
